_Jn_our_anil«tj to ed ucate a child 
"In- the rouia.'T io " leave nothing' 
untfont toward that end, ire are 
likely to oven tcp the bounds of 
practicality, and sometimes ot good 
sense. The repoffs that a teacher 
must make out are .becoming so 
detailed as to cause them to be 
meaningless. No teacher can con- 
scIcnUously rate fifty odd Items In 
relation to a child's stage ot growth 
and development. Such an analysis 
would hire to be made « specUt- 
ist-who-har-the-nicessary-tlme-a nd 
lew able asalitsnis.at his elbow. 
This Is particularly pressing In 
the elementary grsdes where llllle 
children, unevenly developed as they 
are. confront the teacher In groups 
of thirty and up.
